Locomotive Get-s-otlf for South Africa
at Last.

A small sized locomotive manufactur-
od by the Dickson Manufacturing com-
pany wuas sturted Ilast night for South
Africa where it will be used by Adolph
Goerz & Co, a branch of the great
Rand mining company. It was order-
ed some three years ago but has been
held up by the Boer war and more re-
cvently by litigation.

A broker niumed Kopple, who deals in
all Kinds of machinery and who has
oMees In New York and London order-
ed & number of small locomollves for
the South African  ¢ompany, The
breaking out of the Boer war resulted
in an order from the broker directing
that a locomotive then completed be
held here pending the close of the war,

When the plant of the ickson coni-
pany passed into the hands of the
American Locomotive company  this
locomotive went Into the possession of
the latter company ulso. When the
Boer war ended a few weeks ugo the
American company wus ordered to siip
the Jocomotive,

It hud been puid for the price bheing
$2.400 but it was discovered that Kop-
ple owes the Dickson compiany $4,000
on #an old account and when L was
learned that the locomotlve was to he
shipped the Dickson people attached
it. It has been lying on a flat car for
some duys but yesterday an Indemnily-
Ing bond to the amount of $2,400 was
filed nnd the locomotive permitied 1o
be shipped,

EFFECT OF CALL
ON SOFT COAL

BIG BALES AT FANCY FIGURES
WILL REBULT.

Local Coal Men Express the Opinion
That the Soft Conl Operators Will
Not Bincerely Discourage Their
Men from Joining in the Strike.
Executive Board Member Declares
Soft Conl Miners Are at Liberty to
Distegard Thelr Contracts—Dis-
order Almost Wholly Wnnilng.

I

“If the threatened general slilke of
the coal miners ghould not come to
puss,” sald a local conl man, yesterday,
“the bituminous operators will be able
to declare a pretty good dividend this
quarter. Everybody will want coal and
will be willing almost to take any
amount of It ut any price. The soft
conl miners, It Is likely, will not be
averse to making all the wages they
¢an as a forearming for the possible
etrike, and tuking advantage of this the
operators will work thelr mines to their
fullest capacity, Six weeks of such
conditions would enable the soft conl
men to have thelr mines lle Idle three
months without loss. To my mind, the
soft conl operators will not be unwilling
to have the strike occur, for it will rid
them of thelr contracte with the miners'
union without gubjecting them to any
appreclable financial logs, If indeed any
loss at all. If the soft coal operators
are found discouraging the agitation for
a genceral strike, 1 will be greatly surs
prised."

Anthony Schlosgers a memboer of the
executive board of the United Mine
Workers, declared yestérday that the
anthracite men are assired that the
goft coal miners will join in the strike.
The fact that they have a yearly cvon-
tract with the soft conl operators will
not deter them from striking, Mnr.
Schlosser sayvs, The contruet, he says,
containg a provision to the effect that
the soft coil operators shall not ship
any coal into the anthracite markel in
cise, of u strike In the anthracite
regions. This provision has been vio-
Inted and the miners are at lberty to
consider the contract vitinted.

The fict that there nre strikes in the
West Virginia and Kentucky districts
and dissatisfaction In other plices In
the soft coal regions prompts the be-
llef that enough goft coil votes can be
secured by the anthracite men Lo give
a majority In favor of n general strike.
